DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

3. Claim 1 recites the limitation "the carrier frequency'* in lines 25-26. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

4. Claim 4 recites the limitation "said correlation" as the last two words. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

5. Claims 2, 3, 5, 6 are dependent on the above rejected claims. 



6. Claims 1-6 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

7. Claims 7-8, 10 are allowed. 

8. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The art of record does not suggest the respective claim combinations together and nor would the 
respective claim combinations be obvious with the underlined portions: 



Allowable Subject Matter 
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9. As per claims 1-6, characterized in that a phase rotation of a predetermined ansular 
velocity (alpha) which is larser than a maximum expected alienation frequency of said 
oscillator with respect to the carrier frequency to said phase detecting sisnal so that on the 
phase detecting signal to which said phase rotation is siven, the auto-correlation function 
output taken over said predetermined period is created . 

As per claims 7, 8, 10: characterized by a phase rotation circuit (8) for causing said 
signal point arrangement signal to phase-rotate by a predetermined angular velocity (alpha) 
which is larger than a maximum expected alienation frequency of said oscillator with respect 
to a carrier frequency
